NEED OF AN INTERNATIONAL AGREEMENT TO SUPPRESS ANARCHICAL

HE LAMENTABLE ASSASSINATION OF GOOD KING HUMBERT- following | 


swiftly on the astounding release by the precious Belgian Government of the young fanatic 

Sipido—and the dastardly attempt by Salson to murder the Shah of Persia in Paris, point to 
an international agreement among the Anarchical pests of the world to co-operate actively in their 
foul crime of regicide. This growing evil should be met by 

Concerted Action on the Part of the Civilised Powers. 

The atrocious crime cannot be reasonably regarded as a political offence, as the Washington 
Cabinet is reported to define it in declining to surrender the Paterson knot of Anarchists, of whom 
Bresci was a companion not so long ago.

A 
special tribunal should be formed to try them—if such wild beasts of the human race deserve

The Attempt to Shoot the Shah, Muzaffer-ed-Din, 

took place on Thursday, Aug. 2, shortly after he left the Palace of Sovereigns in the Avenue 
Malakoff for a drive. The scene is depicted on our front page. There was a small crowd on the 
opposite side of the Avenue when, at nine o’clock, the garden gate opened and the Shah’s carriage 
appeared. ‘The driver wheeled his horses to the left, and the Shah, whe was sitting on the right, 
with his Grand Vizier on his left hand, was thus brought within a few feet of the right sidewalk. 

The carriage had moved some twenty yards in the direction of the Avenue du Bois de Boulogne, 
when a French workman, who had been waiting in hiding behind an autocar at a standstill, made 
a wild rush forward, and jumped on the footboard of the Imperial carriage. Holding on with 
his left hand, with his right he pointed a revolver at the Shah. The muzzle of the weapon came 
within two or three inches of the Shah’s breast. Another tenth of a second and Muzaffer-ed-Din 
would have met the fate of King Humbert. The Shah threw himself on one side, at the same 
time clutching at the assassin’s right hand. General Parent, who was sitting opposite the 
Monarch, with great presence of mind, caught the man’s hand at the same time, and gave it such 
a wrench that it opened, and let drop the revolver on the floor of the carriage. 


Salson, the Would-Be Assassin. 


Next day the identity of the murderous assailant of the Shah was discovered. The matter 
being submitted to the Anthropometrical department of the Prefecture of Police, which keeps a 
record of the thumb and head measurements of all criminals, M. Bertillon instituted a search, and 


finally found the tally. The man was found to be a Frenchman. His name is Francois Salson, | 


and he is a native of Montlaur, in Aveyron, where he was born on Feb. 4, 1876. He was condemned 
in October 1898 to 

Three Months’ Imprisonment for Anarchist Propeganda, 
and in June last year to eight months’ imprisonment for attempted murder. Among the documents 
relating to Salson’s case was an instructive note to the effect that the man was regarded as a 
dangerous Anarchist, and was a colleague of Valette.

The Duke's coffin rested on a catafalque in the 
centre of the chancel, and was covered with 
ssarlet velvet* embroidered with gold edging, 
and on it were placed the helmet and sword worn 
by the late Duke as a German General, together 
with the Coburg colours.

The Morning Post said a magnificent floral 
| ‘vibute in red, white, and blue, consisting of red 
| geraniums, white carnations, and blue ageratum, 
| was suspended from the head of the coffin. It 
| bore the following inscription : ‘‘ From his 
sorrowing mother, the Queen.’’ . 

| A second wreath, made up of heather and oak- 
| leaves and apples, caressed the lower end of the 
| zofûn. It was a tribute ** From his loving sisters 
| Helena Louise and Beatrice." 

| The wreaths sent by the widowed Duchess and 
| her children were without any dedication.

The Prince and Frincess of Wales. 
The Prince of Wales, who, with the Duke of 
York, had paid a long visit to the church on the 
Friday evening, had deposited a beautiful wreath 
of tiger lilies and laurel leaves, dedicated ** To 
our dear brother Alfred, as a token of affection 
from his devoted brother Bertie and his sister 
Alix and their children." Her Royal Highness 
had also laid down a wreath with the inscription : 
| ‘In loving memory to dearest Alfred from his 
| devoted sister Alix.. *Sleep on, beloved, and take 
thy rest, now comes peace,-good night.’ " 
| The young Duke Carl Eduard was repre- 
sented by a gigantic wreath of palms. 


The Widowed Grand Duchess Marie, 
accompanied by her daughters and the Duchess 
Alexandrine of Coburg, the Grand Duchess of 
Hesse, and the Duchess of Albany, passed in 
at the north aisle and entered the bay -windowed 
box at the east end of the first gallery. The 
Royal mourners took. their seats, facing and 
looking down on the now sunlit coffin. It was

The foreign Miaisters and Chinese authorities 
are now on very friendly terms. 

The successful termination of the conference 
for their conveyance under escort to Tientsin is 
expected, but on account of the recommence- 
ment of hostilities at Tientsin the code telegrams 
for transmission to the representatives are 
considered undesirable. 


The Advance of the Allies from Tientsin 
has commenced— General Gaselee, commanding 


the British contingent, acting in friendly alliance | 


with tlie Americans—and a severe battle has been 
fought. The British torpedo-destroyer Fame 
reports unofficially an engagement at Peitsang 
on Sunday morning from 3 to 10.30. The Allied 
loss in killed and wounded was 1200, chiefly 
Russians and Japanese; the Chinese retreating. 

Some consolation is derived from the report 
that, although over one thousand  Inter- 
nationals were killed and wounded, the 
Celestial troops were driven back with losses 
still greater than those of their antagonists. 

It is generally admitted (adds the Washington 


Correspondent of the Daily Telegraph) that 
United States Administration officials have 
received information to the effect that China 


has no intention of complying with the firm 
demand made on behalf of the foreign Ministers. 
Otherwise, it is said that the advance on Peking 
would not have been joined by the American 
force. 

It is stated at the Washington State Depart- 
ment that, with a view to hastening a definite 
reply from the Chinese Government, Secretary 
Hay’s uitimatum instructed Consul Goodnow to 
confer with Li-Hung-Chang and impress upon 
him that, if China should submit a reply such as

We learnt from Shanghai, under date of 
Aug. 5, that. the report that. Li-Hung-Chang 
had committed .suicide was incorrect.

Russians Lick Chinese at Newchwang.

There has been 
fighting fifteen miles out of the town, and the 
Chinese are stated to have had 1500 killed and 
wounded. “The Russians sustained only small | 
loss. 

On July 31 4000 Russians had arrived at 
Newchwang, with twelve guns, in the Russian | 
settlement.

Suicide at the British Embassy in Vienna.

The 
young man was about thirty years of age. The Hon. Hugh 
Grosvenor was the second son of the second Baron Ebury, 
his mother being a daughter of the first Lord Annaly. 


The Naval Manceuvres. —Hostilities in connection 
with the Naval Manceuvres ceased at two o'clock on Friday 
morning, Aug. 3, and the B fleet, commanded by Admiral 
Sir Gerard Noel, arrived at Milford Haven at eleven o'clock. 
As to the struggle for supremacy by therival fleets, it will 
be interesting to note that victory is claimed for the B fleet, 
of which Admiral Sir Gerard Noelisincommand. He oper- 
ated chiefly from Milford Haven and Lamlash in defence of 
the English coast. It is true: that Admiral Noel sustained 
some striking defeats at the initial stage of the campaign, 
but these, compared with the more brilliant victories, leave 
a wide margin in his favour.

The Ashanti Campaign.—A telegram from Bekwai, 
dated Aug. 5, says that a force of Denkera levies, consisting 
of 3500 men under their own king, having driven the 
Adansi towards Kokofu, has moved, vid Esumeja, to the 
northern Bekwa3 boundary. ‘ This force is accompanied 
by 100 men of the West African Frontier Force of five 
Europeans. A flying column 700 strong left here yesterday, 
but its destination is kept secret. Many sick and wounded 
left for Cape Coast Castle to-day." 


Italys New King and Queen.—Owing to the 
lamented assassination of his father, the Prince of Naples 
has become the King of Italy. King Victor Emmanuel III., 
as he will no doubt be styled, first saw the light on Nov. 11, 
1879; and for ycars was a sickly boy. Though his life 
was despaired of more than once, he grew up into a 
healthy manhood. In personality he is well able to give 
many lessons to other scions of the European Houses 
Royal. His tastes are of a distinctly scientific nature, 
and he is probably the only practical electrician among the 
reigning families of Europe. He was one of the first and 
most suecessful experimenters with the X rays. His 
residenee at the Quirinal in Rome had the aspect, during

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his bachelor days, of a scientific laboratory. Indeed, 
he has spent so much time at scientific pursuits 
that his education in literature, music, and painting 
has been almost. neglected. The time came, how- 
ever, for thoughts of marriage, especially as neither 
the King nor the Queen of Italy relished the idea of 
having Hélène d'Orleans, Duchess of Aosta, installed as 
prospective mistress of the Italian Court. Neither 
did they fancy the probability that the crown might 
some day be placed upon the head of the son of 
the Duke and Duchess of Aosta. A suituble bride for 
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the Prince was found in Princess Héléne of Montenegro. 
She is barely twenty- seven, has been very carefully 
educated, and is said to inherit the striking beauty of 
her mother. She speaks English with a good accent, and 
has been a favourite of Queen Victoria during her sojourns 
at Nice. Like her father, she is a musician. Her pet 
game is tennis, but she has been known to take part in the 
excitements of a bear-hunt. The Prince of Naples and 
Princess Héléne of Montenegro were wed on Oct. 26, 1896, 
but up to the present there are no children of the marriage. 


The Bank Holiday.--The almost incessant down- 
pour on Monday had a distressing effect upon London 
holiday folk. The morning broke clear and promising. 
Up to eleven o'clock there was a steady and general exodus 
from every part, crowds going by rail, boat, cycle, or brake, 
but after eleven, when rain began to fall, there was a great 
falling off. Thoségholiday-makers who had not left London 
turned their attention to indoor places of amusement and 
the museums within easy access of rail, and a great many 
persons patronised the new Electric Railway. There werea 
large number of country folk in town to witness the sights, 
and the scenes in the streets were deplorable. 


Thousands of Excursionists wandered about 
the dripping streets, children wet through crying at 
the heels of parents. without a refuge from the torrents 
of rain. The majority of these people were from 
distant parts of the country, not knowing the resources 
of the great City, and therefore were without refuge. 
Most of the tea-houses were closed with the rest of the 
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| buildings. Some hundreds sought temporary shelter in the 


railway stations, but the majority took shelter just where 
it could be found.

until after Christmas. , 


The Royal Opera, Covent Garden, will be greatly 
changed in appearance before next season. By an alter- 


' ation in the orchestra, two rows of stalls will be added to 


the auditorium; also a couple of boxes on the pit tier, 
owing to the side entrances being shifted. The immense 
chandelier will be abolished, greatly to the joy of the 
amphitheatre and gallery; and electrie light will take the 
place of gas. Elegant decorations will be seen in place of 
the present rather faded hangings and ornamentation. On 
the stage the first change will be the abolition of the 
proscenium, so that tenors who wish tosend a ** top note" 
up to the gallery will find it more difficult to do so, as the 
proscenium will in future be the frame of the stage picture. 


Thousands will be Spent at Covent Garden 
on the stage machinery and in lighting, so that effects 
hitherto undreamt of will be realised. The dragon in 
“Siegfried " will snort fiery blasts and roll fiery eyes, and 
other monsters of the ** Nibelungen Ring" will appear far 
more terrific than heretofore, to say nothing of the 
“ Bridge of Rainbows," and the funeral pyre of ''Sieg- 
fried," into which Brunnhilde dashes so impetuously. The 
scene of the three Rhine daughters guarding the golden 
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treasure in the **Rheingold " will be lovely when the new 
stage arrangements are completed. "They will eost £30,000, 
but the fortunate syndicate have morethan that sum in hand, 
thanks to the late prosperous season. It is possible that 
Mr. Grau may be compelled to resign his post next year, 
but matters are well in hand, and already workmen have 
commenced operations. The autumn season of German 
Opera is abandoned, and Covent Garden will be deserted 
save on the ball nights, which are to be exceptionally 
brilliant: this winter. 


Nell Gwynne is the heroine of two forthcoming plays. 
She has already been the heroine of a’comedy by Douglas 
Jerrold, produced at Covent Garden on Jan. 9, 1833. Ina 
preface to the published play Jerrold-has a good word to 
say of Nell Gwynne, who persuaded the Monarch who 
admired her to establish a ** National Asylum for Veteran 
Soldiers," and in other ways proved herself a warm-hearted, 
generous woman. Nell had some cultivation, too, and quite 
distinguished herself when, at the King's Theatre, before 
the King, Queen, and the entire Court, she delivered the 
prologue to Dryden's ‘‘ Conquest of Granada" with 
admirable effect. 


Mrs. Botha.-— No doubt indirect benefit will accrue to 
Great Britain because of the unvarying courtesy of Lord 
Roberts to Mrs. Botha, 
who, the other evening, 
dined with him. Similar 
courtesy has also been ex- 
tended to the wife of Mr. 
Steyn. Despite the friendli- 
ness of these two ladies, it 
;is most evident that their 
husbands have not yet 
decided on the burial of 
the hatchet. General Botha 
seems as determined asever 
to fight on, without, of 
course, the least chance of 
success.

Strawberries on Warm Borders. 

Strawberries can never be had in finer condition than 
when gathered fresh from the plants. This being so, 
every effort should be made to grow them so as to prolong 
the season as much as possible. Many owners of small 
gardens could, I am sure, says a writer in Gardening 
Illustrated, grow a constant supply by giving the matter 
more consideration. Iam aware owners of small gardens 
have not space to make big beds in the usual way. This is | 
not necessary, seeing that the plants can be grown thickly | 
together provided they are treated as annuals or biennials. | 
In this way a number can be grown in a small space, and 
by growing, say, three kinds—one early, one mid-season, and | 
one late—the strawberry season can be covered. Every year I 
grow some in this way. For early work an early kind is 
planted 9 in. apart each way. These are layered early in 
pots or turf. Failing this, in the open ground will do, 
lifting when rooted with a ball, and planting out. The 
position isa narrow border in the front of a glass-house. 
The soil is Sin. or 9 in. deep, and this year I gathered large | 
fruit a fortnight before I could in the open. 


To Pickle Mushrooms. 

Seleet for this purpose the smallest buttons of the wild 
or meadow mushrooms, in preference to those which are 
artificially raised, and let them be as freshly gathered as 
possible. Cut the stems off quite close, and clean them 
with a bit of new flannel slightly moistened and dipped 
in fine salt; throw them as hes are done into plenty of 
spring water, mixed with a large spoonful of salt. but 
drain them from it directly afterwards, and lay them in a 
soft cloth to dry, or the moisture which hangs about them 
will too much weaken the pickle. For each quart of the 
mushrooms thus prepared take nearly a quart of the | 
palest white wine vinegar, and add it to a heaped tea- | 
spoonful of salt, half an ounce of whole white pepper, an 
ounce of ginger, slightly bruised, about the fourth of a 
saltspoonful of cayenne, tied in a small bit of muslin, and 
two large blades of mace. When the pickle boils, throw 
them in, and boil them in it over a clear fire moderately 
fast from six tonine minutes, or somewhat longer, should they 
nof be very small. When they are much disproportioned 
in size the larger ones should have two minutes’ boil before 
the others are thrown in the vinegar.. As soon as they are 
tolerably tender put them at once into small stone jars, or 
into warm wide-necked bottles, and divide the spice equally 
among them. ‘The following day, or as soon as they are 
perfectly cold, secure them from the air with large corks, or 
tie skins and paper over them. They should be stored in a 
dry piace and guarded from the frost. 


A Useful Fiower-Clip. 
General tidiness in the garden, especially at this time | 
of the yeur, when plants are so inclined to droop and to 
straggle, is an im- 
portant considera- 
tion, and really, in a 
garden of fair or 
even moderate size, 
it is the work of at 
least one day a week | 
to keep an eye to 
tying or cutting off 
decayed growths. An | 
absence even of a 
few days makes a | 
surprising differ- 
ence, but if an early 
start is made in 
tying up, plants can 
be left to take care 
of themselves to a 
very great extent. 
One of the best of 
the many clipsis that 
invented by a well- 
known Birmingham 
seedsman, and of 
which I give an Ilus- 
tration.

Liver Disease in Pouitry. 

The increase of liver disease in fowls of late vears is in 
great measure due to maize being largelyused. This grain is 
strong in fat-producing, and far too rich to be used as a staple 
diet, and even a small supply causes the development of in- 
ternal fat, which is in itself an incentive to disease, All 
kinds of rich food should be abandoned at once, and the hens 
put on the plainest diet. Soft food in a crumbly state is best. 
and if you wish to treat the disease administer a grain of 
ealomel every other day. Give plenty of fresh vegetables and 
grass cut small. Liver disease is hereditary, but it can be 
induced by improper conditions of life, such as being kept 
in a closely confined space, and being fed on sloppy foods, | 
us well as those too rich in nitrogenous compounds. 
Cochins and Brahmas are the fowls most subject to this 
disease, and often die suddenly from the rupture of a large 
oo Se in the neighbourhood of the liver.

of the flocks entrusted to their care. The results of the 
lambing season are vitally influenced by the skill and paizis 
exercised by the man in charge, and floclanasters can serve 
their own interests in no more effective way than by 
eneouraging the closer attention of their shepherds by some 
such means as those in operation in Suffolk. The results of 
the year’s competitions have been declared, and are signi- 
ficant chiefly as indicating the wisdom of not overtaxing the 
energies of a shepherd by asking him to take charge of too 
large a number of ewes. It is noteworthy that the shepherd 
who obtained the first prize in the class for flocks of not 
fewer than 400 ewes lost fifteen ewes, and gave a return of 
27°49 lambs to the score of ewes; the winning shepherd in 
the class for not less than 300 ewes recorded twelve ewes 
lost and 29°5 lambs per score of ewes; the best record in 
the elass for not less than 200 ewes was four ewes lost and 
31:69 lambs per score of ewes; and the most creditable 
return in the class for less than 200 ewes showed not a 
single death among the ewes, and an average of 33:4 lambs 
per score of ewes. It will be seen that the record im- 
proves precise:ry as the number of ewes tended by each | 
shepherd diminishes
